Aronsdorf and Peters started out to 
meet him, and when about half wa y across 
came face to face with the preacher. 
Had­ 
dock raised his hand as if to strike, when 
Arensdorf shot him with a revolver. 
Then, 
in company with Peters, he ran across the 
bridge toward the brewery, while others in 
the crowd scattered in all directions. 
Had­ 
dock staggered to the sidewalk aud fell. 
Benjamin J osephson told the same story In 
all its details, although he had not heard his 
w ife’s testimony. 
Then came a searching cross-examination 
by the defense, in which all known and a l­ 
lowable subterfuges wore resorted to to en­ 
ta ngle the witnesses, 
but without 
avail. 
They clung to the facts in the case in spite of 
all efforts by tho attorneys. 
The witnesses 
are Russian J ew s who were driven from 
their na tive land by the persecutions of their 
people, and tho fear tha t a like fa te m ig ht 
overtake them here has deterred them from 
telling their story of tho crime before.

In 1885 he fled to Europe, but 
had no sooner reached Berlin than tho police 
were on his track and arrested him.

Eig ht days elapsed before he could con­ 
vince the police tha t he was not a fug itive, 
and he then returned to America and insti­ 
tuted proceedings for a divorce, but was de­ 
feated in the suit. 
Penniless and friendless, 
he peddled weiner wurst on the streets of 
Cincinnati for weeks rather than ask assist­ 
ance from any person who m ight inform his 
wife where ho was. 
Fina lly he became ac­ 
quainted with Isaac M. Wise, and through 
his influence secured the position here.

The flight of “ Frey,” alias 
“ R oyf,” was precipitated by tho knowledg e 
that his wife was coming here to confront 
him, coupled w ith the fa ct tha t nearly ha lf 
the cong reg ation refused to contribute to his 
maintenance. 
Mrs. “ Frey” came here last 
spring, and “ Frey” said he would com m it 
suicide if she was not taken a wa y a t once. 
His friends spirited her a w a y and afterward 
told her that he had gone to Chicago.

did not learn tha t he was still here until 
last week, aud a t once made preparations to 
join him.

DISCOVERY OF ALCOHOL. 


The Distniatinu of Strong Liquors :» Coin» 
parntively .Modern Invention. 
Strong liquors are a modern invention. 
The ancients knew of nothing more pow­ 
erful than lig ht fermented wines, and 
have left warning s enoug h of tin* abuse 
of them. 
Alcohol was not discovered 
till the » Seventh century, althoug h an 
older story exists of a monk, Marcus, 
who collected and condensed in wool the 
steam of heated white wine, and then 
pressed out from the wool a balsam which 
he applied to the wounds of those who 
fell at the sieg e of Itheims, in the reig n of 
Clovis I. 
lie also mixed this balsam 
with honey, and produced a cordial which 
broug ht the 
moribund 
back 
to life. 
Clovis, however, did not wait for the ap­ 
proach of death before claiming his share 
of the cordial. 
According to Dr. Stanford Chaille, thr 
distillation of spirits from wine was not 
discovered till the Twelfth century, an« 
spirits did Dot come into common use as 
drink until the Fifteenth, Sixteenth ant 
» Seventeenth centuries. 
Professor 
Ar 
noldus de Villanova, in the Fourteenth 
century, made a panacea o f the water o f 
life, which g ave sweet breath, and forti 
lied the memory, besides l>eing g ood for 
sore eyes, the toothache and the g out, 
and having other wonderful properties. 
Distilled spirits came intq use in London 
in 1450, and had to be prohibited in 1401. 
Michael » Savonarola produce« ! a treatise 
on making the water o f lift» in the 
Fifteenth century, which became a stand­ 
ard authority on the subject, and was 
followed by the work o f Matthioli do 
» Sienna. 
These books g ave the start to 
brandy making in Italy, whence the trade 
extended to France. 
About 1520 the Irish usquebaug h be­ 
g an to acquire reputation in Eng land. 
Before 1601 “ brand w ine” had beg un to 
. 1)6 distilled in the low countries from ap­ 
ples, pears and malt; and in that year an 
ordinance was passed at Tournay forbid­ 
ding the sale o f the liquor except by 
apothecaries, partly because o f the dear­ 
ness of corn, and partly because o f the 
drunkenness which this cheap brand wine 
caused, “ to the g reat prejudice not alone 
of homes and lives, but to the extreme 
dang er of the souls o f the drinkers, many 
of whom had died without confession.’* 
H ie art of extracting alcohol from 
< >thci substances was g radually discov­ 
ered, and liquors o f various names came 
into use. 
The trade g rew g reat, and the 
present century has seen a new develop­ 
ment o f it in tho g eneral application of 
the art o f “ doctoring liquors.”

Very yo ung students, in their first at­ 
tempt at composition, often inform us 
that the horse is a useful animal. 
This 
swooping g eneralization is subject to im ­ 
portant modifications IxTore it is accepted 
in all communities. 
There are 
many 
thousands of horses that toil not like 
their nobl * prog enitors, but g o like the 
wind wIu*re it iisteth, and are,lo o ked 
upon as intolerable nuisances in the civ­ 
ilize« ! reg ions they sometimes invade. 
Our Australian friends, for instance, are 
no lovers o f the horse in his untamed 
state, and some o f the colonies set a price 
upon his head, and « J o all they can to 
stimulate movements for his destruction. 
Seven thousand wiM horses were shot in 
New South Wales alone in 1875. 
These 
rovers o f the plains play the mischief 
with domesticated animals when tlx*y 
come among them, and the colonists are 
very much disg usted 
to observe with 
what ease the noble horse relapses into 
barbarism, and, forg etting his oats and 
other comforts o f civilization, runs off 
xxitli his wild brethren who have not en­ 
joyed his superior advantag es. 
It must Ik? confessed that our horses 
need the restraints imposed upon them to 
prevent them from disg racing tln ir an­ 
cestors, who were certainly domesticated 
when they xvere* introduced into this 
country. 
Years ag o it used to be the 
custom in our southwestern territory to 
brand the young stock, and even many 
work animals, and turn them l« K)se to 
shift for themselves for a year or two. 
W hen they were wanted they were al- 
xvays as wild as Mexican mustang s. Mr. 
Powell wrote a l*ook on the best methods 
o f taming xvild horses. 
The specimens 
on which Ik* exerted his talents as a 
tamer xvere for the most part formerly 
domesticat« *« ! animals, xvho had forg ot 
ten ,*ill about their old restrains xvliile 
xvandering over the plains of our soulh- 
westoru territory.

He not 
only witnessed a stampede of

the tents and tak ing with them all bis 
horses except his riding mare, who v ainly 
struggled to break her fastenings.
